WHEREAS, in recognition of his work, Dr. Wright was
the Ffirst recipient of the Madelyn M. Levitt
Distinguished Community Service Award, has received
the Drake Medal of Service, the Public Service Award
of the lowa Corrections Association, and the Special
Award from the Midwest Sociological Society, and has
begn inducted into the lowa Volunteer Hall of Fame;
